New York, July 29.—Gasoline con- 
sumption in forty-three states last 
May, as indicated by reports from | 
wholesalers and dealers under pro- 
visions of gasoline tax or inspection 
laws, averaged 30,533,000 gallons 
daily, a decrease of 511,000 gallons 
from April’s daily consumption, but | 
a gain of 1,302,000 gallons over daily 
average in May. 1929. 

During the five months ended | 
May 31, consumption in those states 
averaged 26,618,000 gallons a day, a 
| gain of 2,527,000 gallons over daily 
average in similar period last year. 

May’s increase over May, 1929, 
amounted to about 4.5 per cent..

is notes and sometimes has a balance in hand to buy needed 
matefials and equipment. 
farmer’s superfluity has gone into the purchase of motor 
vehicles and equipment. 

Unhappily it sometimes happens that when the crops are 
all in and the farmer has received his money and paid off 
his notes, there is nothing left over with which to buy new 
motor vehicles and other equipment that the farmer needs 
but will have to get along without. It begins to look as if 
the year 1930 were going to see some such condition in the 
agricultural regions. Oddly enough the cause is not crop 
failure, but too generous yields of the principal staples. 

Last year was one of bountiful harvests, but the farmers 
got fair prices for most of their foodstuffs, outside of wheat. 
This year the combined acreage of the principal crops is esti- 
mated about 1 per cent. above that of 1929. Increased quan- 
tities of corn, oats, rye, rice, beans, cowpeas, potatoes, 
tobacco, sugar beets, flaxseed and broom corn are reported. 
There will not be quite as mich wheat grown this year as 
Jast, but with a huge carryover from the 1929 crops still in 
storage, the farmers are not going to be very happy over 
what they get for their wheat. 

There Is no business in existence that needs careful plan- 
ning more than the job of raising crops. Recently the De- 
partment of Agriculture sent out a warning to American 
farmers that the area of wheat planted would have to be ma- 
terially reduced or profits from this crop would vanish. Yet 
it is a reasonably safe bet that almost as much wheat will be 
planted this year as was put in the ground last fall. Farm- 
ing is such an intensely individualistic enterprise that it is 
difficult to regulate operations. Given time enough, of course, 
the crops themselves will tend to regulate supply. If wheat 
continues long enough at prices that make a profit impossible, 
farmers in sheer discouragement will turn to other prod- 
ucts, but in the meantime the buying power of the agricul- 
tural districts will be seriously impaired. 


Not Yet, but Soon 


N the current bulletin issued by the Guaranty Trust Com- 

pany of New York, that financial institution has some in- 

teresting comment to make on the possibility of an imminent 
upturn in business affairs: 

“Recovery from the current depression may, then, be 
expected to ensue upon the gradual readjustment of inven- 
tories through “‘hand-to-mouth” buying on the part of dis- 
tributors and reduced output on the part of producers. The 
progress of this readjustment will be reflected in rising com- 
modity prices. As the evidence of impending improvement 
becomes clearer, stock prices also will respond to the more 
optimistic expectations of business men. The revival of ac- 
tivity will be facilitated by low money rates and by any im- 
provement that may by that time have been achieved in the 
general banking situation through the liquidation of security 
loans. Expansion of industrial output and trade volumes 
will proceed gradually, with setbacks from time to time as it 
appears that demand in various lines has been overestimated. 
In general, however, the rising trend of business will result 
in more employment and larger pay rolls, with a greater ag- 
gregate amount of purchasing power available for the buy- 
ing of consumers’ goods. The resulting increase in consump- 
tion will, in turn, further stimulate trade and industry. 

“All this, of course, represents a slow and irregular 
process covering a period of many months. The most reliable 
indication of improvement in the underlying situation— 
namely, a definite upturn in commodity prices—has not yet 


appeared ; but recent declines in inventories of manufactured | 
geods and advances in stock prices suggest that such an up-| 


turn may reasonably be expected in the not distant future.”
